TWICE SERIOUSLY WOUNDED.

DOCTORS INTERESTED IN HIS RE- 
MARKABLE CASE, 


His Teeth Locked Together for Life by 
Injury to the Pivot of the Jaw 
— Wound in the Leg Slow- 
ly Healing. 


Private George W. Greenwell, until re- 
cently of the Seventeenth United States In- 
fantry, now in service in the Philippines, 
passed through Union Station Wednesday 
on his way to his home in Columbus, O., 
from Manila. He carries two wounds as 
mementoes of months of hard campaigning 
in Luzon. Both were received in the same 
action and one of them has not only dis- 
abled for life, but also produced a re- 
eult that {is unusually int esting to the 
medical profession. 

Greenwell was attached to the Hospital 
Department of the Seventeenth and his 
duty was to care for the wounded on the 
field of battie. He was discharging this 
duty Oct. ® last, during the advance of 
the American army from San Fernando to 
Angeles. A heavy skirmish was on be- 
tween the Seventeenth and a detachment 


of Filipinos, and an American soldier fell 
wounded. Greenwelj ran to his assistance 
and, as he was bending over the p.ostrate 
body of his comrade to stanch the flow 
of blood from the wound, a Mauser bu.let 
k him in the head, at the top of the 

ht ear. He dropped, apparently dead. 

After the pattie he was gathered up 
along with the dead and wounded of the 
regiment. At first it was thought life was 
extinct, but after a few hours he showed 
geome evidence of remaining vitality. The 
surgeons took him in churge to gee what 
coud done for his injuries. Upon ex- 
amination of the wound in the head they 
found the bulict had passed through the 
ekull, touching the brain, and had lodged 
in the left side of the cranium. There 
seemed to be little hope for recovery from 
éuch a wound, but it was given careful 
treatment, the surgeons being interested in 
the results. The buliet wus ul.owed to re- 
main in ites lodging piace, as it cou:d only 

removed by trephining, and the patient 
Was too Weak to stand the operation, 

A further examination showed that 
Greenwell had been struck in the right leg 
with another buiet, earlier in the same 
astign, la. which he rece.Ved the wotind in 
the head. But in his anx.ety to perform 
his duty and give assistance to his wound- 
ed comrades, he had not noticed this in- 
ury, although the ball had splintered the 

one of the leg. The surgeons said it was 
remarkable that he had not fallen when he 
Was first struck, as that wound of itself 
Was serious. 

Greenwell recovered 
Gays after he received the wound, and 
then, for the first time, his physicians un- 
Gerstood the remarkable resu.t that had 
foliowed the injury. His teeth were locked 
firmiy together and he couid not move his 
lower jaw. The symptoms in that respect 
Were exactly those of the ordinary case 
of tetanus or lockjaw, but the patient's 
blood was in a heaithy state and entirely 
free of indications of poisoning. Upon an 
examination it was discovered that the 
whys of the left jaw had been carried awav 

y the mauser bullet, and the doctors an- 
hounced to Greenwell that he would be 
compelled to pass the remainder of his 
d4ys with his teeth locked together.

Winter, in his petition for an injunction, 
alleged that epring was premature and had 
no business in this latitude until March 21. 
Petitioner stated that he had faithfully de- 
meaned himself during the course of his 
natural existence, to-wit, from and after 
Dec. 21, 1899, and that he had made a good 
job of it, having given no cause for com- 
plaint whatsoever or at all. He recited tn 
detall the story of his many storms, par- 
ticularly the one which endured for four 
days at the tail end of February, and ap- 
pealed to the court to grant him an hon- 
est and tndustrious season and protection 
from the encroachments of greedy spring. 
Petitioner named G. Round Hogg as an 
expert witness.

From Pretoria comes the 
Commander Delary of the 
Abraham’s Kraal Saturday: 

“The British were esfimated to number 
40,000 men. Their first assault was re- 
pulsed. Only two Boers were wounded. 
The second assault was made on the hills 
to the left of our position. These hills 
were of great strategic importarice. Ap- 
preciating this, I and 300 men defended 
the position from 9 in the morning until 
sundown. The burghers fought like 
heroes and three times repulsed masses 
of the British who kept relieving their 
tired men. Every attempt to storm was 
i defeated. At sundown there were not oU 
yards between us. The British lost heav- 
ily. No accurate returns of our loss are 
available.’ 

This battle has not been fully reported 
by Lord Roberts. 

There has been no new movement to- 
ward peace by the Boers. England will 
brook no interference in her purpose ot 
crushing the two republics.

It ie doubtful if bis father was as 
patriotic as his mother, who used 
to say to her boys: “You are 
free men; see to it that you re- 
main free.” 

The future President was reared 
on a farm and labored in the open 
air—an occupation which gave bim 
the powerful and healthy physique 
be now enjoys.

“The financial bill, which now awaits only 
‘the signature of the President to become a 
law, has for its first object what its titie 
indicates—the fixing of the standard of val- 
ue and the maintaining at a parity with 


that standard of all forms of money issued 
or coined by the United States. It re- 
affirms that the unit of value is the doliar, 
consisting of 2.8 grains of gold, .09 fine; 
but from that point it goes to make it 
the duty af the Secretary of the Treasury, 
tO maintain all forms of money issued or 
coined at a parity with this standard. It 
puts into the hands of the Secretary ample 
pewer to do that. For that purpose, the 

il provides, in the treasury. because of 
issue and redemption, and transfers from 
the general fund of the treasury’s cash 
$150,000,000 in gold coin and bu.lion to the 
redemption fund, that gold to be used for 
the redemption of United States notes and 
treasury notes, 

“The secretary is given further power. 
If redemptions go on so that the gold in 
this reserve fund is reduced below $100,000,- 
000, and he is unable to build up to the 
of gold in 
the general fund or otherwise, he is given 
power to sell bonds; and it is made his duty 
to replenish the gold to the  $150,000,000 
mark by such means. 

“The endless chain is broken by a pro- 
vision which prohibits the use of notes so 
redeemed to meet deficiencies in the cur- 
rent revenues. The act provides for thé ul- 
timat retirement of all the treasury notes 
issued in payment for silver bullion under 
the Sherman act, As fast as that bullion is 
coined into silver dollars, treasury ‘notes 
are to be retired and replaced with an equal 
amount of silver certificates. 

‘One Clause of the bill which the 
will greatly appreciate is the right that it 
Bives to the cretary to coin any of the 
1890 bullion into swhsidiary silver coins un- 
der a limit of $100,000,000. There has been 
for years a scarcity of subsidiary silver. 

A distinct feature of the bill is in ref- 
erence to refunding the 3 per cent Spanish 
war loan, the 2 per cent bonds maturing 
in 1907, and the § per cent bonds maturing 
in 1904—a total of ,000,000—into new 2 per 
cent bonds.

This, 
perhaps, in some measure, accounts for 
the present dearth of Southern authors. 
While there are a few very high-grade 
writers from the South, their number is 
proportionately small. Mr. Dickson had 
only a good common echoo! education, sup- 
pleamenting this as best he could by read- 
ing the best masters of English literature. 

He entered bus.ness life yery early, but 
always eherished the ambition of becom- 
ing a lawyer. With this idea in view he 
studied shorthand, and becoming the Dffi- 
cial stenographer of several judictal dis- 
tricts, he Was brought into intimate asso- 
ciation with many of the most eminent pro- 
fessional men in the South. Reading iaw 
all the whiie, he took the summer course 
at the University of Virginia in 1891. 

Two years later he went to Washington 
City, became the private secretary of An- 
drew Price, Third Louisiana District, and 
Kraduated the foilowing year from the Co- 
lumbian University with the B. L, degree.

“I do not have much complaint to make 
of the newspapers. Some of them are 4l- 
most unexceptionable: Others of course are 
more sensational. Many of them are ap- 
proaching close to a Christian ideal in the 
manner of their presentation of the news. 


One thing which a Christian finds unsatis- 
factory in them, though, is the manner [(n 
which they color their discuseion of political 
subjects. A Christian wants facts about 
political matters. He cannot get them from | 
papers of either party. They are colored, 
one way or the other for the purpose of | 
gaining votes.

EFFORT TO SHOW TAMPERING 
WITH SOME WITNESSES. 


MRS. BAMBERGER ON TRIAL. 


Testimony Which Occasioned Consider- 
able Surprise in Judge 
Fisher’s Court. 


Judge Fisher’s division of the Circuit 
Court was filled with spectators Wednesday 
morning, when the hearing of Mrs. Hen- 
rietta Bamberger on a charge of man- 
slaughter was resumed. 

The jury trying the case is composed of 
William H. Albright, John H. Benne, Chas. 
B. Brunold. John Essen, Jacob Koch, Law- 
rence C. Kredell, John Kreutzer, Charles 
McDonald, Henry E. McGill, Edward UW. 
Merazh, John O. O'Connell, William A. Van 
Ronzelen. 

Mrs. Bamberger, who looks really in bet- 
ter health than she did when the ‘case was 
called several weeks ago, and discontinued 
on account of an attack of iliness, occupied 
a chair to the left of her attarney. 

The first witness of the day was Mrs. 
Kate Bilecklinger, who was called by the 
State. Mrs. Blecklinger was once a patient 
of the accused midwife, and later a mem*-* 


ber of Mrs. Bamberger’s household in ca- 
pacity of maid, and is a friend of Lizzie 
whose testimony on two occaéasivhs 


nas been so unfavorable to the defense. 
Mrs. B.ecklinger was called mainly to preve 
that efforts had been made by the prisoner 
to ‘square’ witnesses. She declared that 
Mrs. Bamberger had said she waquid &et 
Lizzie Rieger out of the way if she had Lo 
employ some one to take the girl to Kurope, 
and then shove her into the ocean. 

Mr. Howe of counsel for defense took the 
witness in hand and triedsto make her ad- 
mit that attempts had been made to black- 
mail Mrs. Bamberger by Lizzie Rieger. The 
witness did not admit such attempts, and 
Mr. Howe then proceeded upon lines which 
called forth a mild rebuke from the bench. 

Mary Harr of 1829 South Tenth street, a 
sister of Mrs. Bleckiinger, and formerly 4 
cook for Mrs. Bamberger, was also called 
to the witness chair: Her testimony had 
no direct bearing upon the death of Wil- 
helmina Spoeri, which the prisoner is 
accused of having caused by a criminal 
operation. . 

The next witness called was Mrs. Eva 
Coyle of 1217 Dil.on street. Her evidence 
went to show that ‘Mrs. Bamberger had 
given her money to give Lizzie Rieger, 
which Lizzie Relger refused to accep, 
and that Mrs. Bamberger had asked if the 
witness ‘“‘thought it safe to offer Lizzie Rie- 
ger $300 with which to go to Europe.’” Mrs. 
Coyle said that Mrs. Bamberger had first 
called upon her, and had made all the ad- 
vances, and that she, the witness, replied 
that she didn't believe Miss Rieger would 
accept money, and that witness preferred 
not being brought into the case at all. | 

Mrs. Coyle denied she knew that Lizzie 
Rieger had tried to make Mrs. Bamberger 
pay her $1500 as hush-money. 

The testimony given by CC. G. Hazelip, 
stenographer for the Coroner of the city, 
rfated to the plea guilty made by the de- 
fendant at the inquest ipto the death of 
Wilhelmina Spoeri. During the reading of 
Mr. Hazelip’s notes, taken at the inquest, 
the jury was excused from the room. 

Mrs. Bamberger was ‘then called. She 
said that while she was kept in the ma- 
tron’s room at the Four Courts awaiting 
the inquest, several detectives visited her 
and told her if she would plead gufity at the 
inquest they would ‘“‘make it all rig‘ht’’ with 
her. The next morning she felt so dis- 
turbed and confused she agreed to plead 
guiity at the inquest. Had ‘she not been 
promised that “everything would be made 
ail right,’’ and that she might go home jm- 
mediately afterward she would never have 
pleaded guilty. The witness identified 
Detectives Lally and Harrington as the men 
who-told her that by pleading guilty she 
would have a fine to pay «nd could then go 
home, whereas if she did- not plead guilty 
she might have to stay in e matron’s 
room indefinitely. 

Detective Lally followed Mrs, Bamberger 
to the witness chair. Questioned by Mr. 
Krone for the prosecution, Lally testified 
that he had neve: asked or advised Mrs. 
Bamberer to meres guilty at the Spoeri 
inquest. He admitted that Mrs. Bamberger 
did volunteer the remark that a friend who 
had been arrested on the same charge had 
been fined $500 and sent home, and that 
she, Mrs. Bamberger, would do the same 
thing: In reply to this Lally said he told 
Mrs. Bamberger she ‘thad better see her 
lawyer before she did anything.” 

Matron Kintzing of the Four Courts tes- 
tified that she did not hear any induce- 
ments or offers made to Mrs. Bamberger 
by the detectives to plead guilty. She did 
recall that Coroner Lioyd tried to get the 
prisoner to make a statement while she 
was detained at the Four Courts, but was 
unsuccessful. 

The jury was then brought back to the 
courtroom, and recess taken until 2 o'clock.

ELECTION COMMISSIONERS AND 
CLERKS ARE PLEASED. 


MONEY DUE SINCE AUGUST. 


Rapid Work Now Necessary in Com- 
piling Poll-Books—Redistrict- 
ing Already Done. 


_ 


The employes of the Election Commis- 
sioners’ office are busy planning what they 
will do with all the money which will 
come to them as a result of the Nesbit 
law being declared constitutional. Their 
salaries have been hanging fire for seven 
or eight months and they have been wor- 
rying along on short rations. They will 
receive the accumulated salary all in a 
heap in about ten days and the prospect 
fills them with great joy. 

Mere money is not Supposed to have the 
power to excite the opulent Commission- 
ers, but even they have been unusually 
amiable since the news came from Jeffer- 
son City. Neither the commissioners nor 
any of the employes of the office: have re- 
ceived any money for their labors since 
the Ist of August. 

The Nesbit iaw did not go into effect 
until] August 20, when Julius Wurzburger 
saw he was going to be done out of the 
job of Secretary he refused to sign his 
hame to the pay-roll for the faaction of 
the month of August. Auditor Mason, 
acting on the advice of City Counselor 
Schnurmacher, refused to honor the pay- 
roll and when the first pay-roll under the 
new law was presented he also refused to 
approve that. A writ of mandamus was 
them applied for to compel him to ap- 
prove both rolls. 

For three or four months it was neces- 
Sary to have a force of about 2% clerks 
at work in the office. The services of 
these were dispensed with as soon as pos- 
sible, but the men have never received 
their wages. They will be paid now as 
soon as the customary ten days allowed 
for motions have elapsed. 

If the action of the Court had been de- 
layed much longer the work of compiling 
the poll books would have been seriously 
delayed. As it is, the work will have to 
be pushed with great vigor. About the 
first of the month a force of clerks will be 
employed and put to work. A complete 
new set Of books has to be compiled, 
on account of the new law increasing the 
number of voters in each precinct from 
x00 to 400 voters. The registration of the 
— four years has to be gone over care- 
ully. 

Secretary Clarence Hoblitzelle has al- 
ready redistricted the city, as required 
by the new law. This in itself was a great 
task, as besides the ward lines the Jus- 
tice of the Peace. Congressional apd Sena- 
torial district lines had to be followed. 
This was done to save time, at the risk 
of having all the work for nothing if the 
law had been declared unconstitutional.

THE PORTO RICAN PETITION. 

There is something pathetic in the petition of the Porto Ri- 
cans for free trade with the ‘United States. 

The pretense that the customs tariff is needed for revenue 
is disposed of by a very simple calculation. If the internal 
revenue duties of the mainland are extended over the island, 
as they ought to be, the revenue would be ample.

Attempted Suicide. 


SAYS SHE WILL TRY IT AGAIN. 


TIRED OF LIVING, THE ONLY REA- 
SON SHE GIVES. 


Took Creosote but Was Saved by City 
Hospital Doctors—A Rather 
Mysterious Incident. 


Mrs. Mamie Smith, the 21-year-old widow 
who unsuccessfully attempted suicide at 
her home, 1111 South Newstead avenuc, 
Tuesday afternoon, told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter Wednesday morning that she was 
sorry her effort at self-destruction had 
failed, and that she would certainly try it 
again some day. Her looks and manners 
to a certain extent belied ‘her words, but 
she insisted most positively that she meant 
exactly: what she said. 

Mrs. Smith does not look the part of a 
would-be suicide. It is no exaggeration to 
say that she is pretty. She isa pronounced 
brunette, with a pair of lustrous dark eyes 
and cheeks whose color was not dimmend 
Wednesday morning, even by the white 
powder she had generously, but none too 
artfully distributed about her face, She 
laughed and fairly bubbled over with mer- 
riment whiie discussing her attempt to 
“shuffle off,’ and smilingly repeated, over 
and over again, that she had no particular 
reason to seek some other sphere, and was 
tired of life on general principles only. 

Mrs. Smith has lived at the home of her 
father, Arch Roberts, a plasterer, for che 
past two years, Her husband died in Kan- 
sas City about a year ago. They had sepa- 
rated prior to his death and she took thelr 
little boy, now aged 3 years. The Roberts 
home is a modest, one-story frame. Annie 
Null, a chum of Mrs. Smith, was with he: 
when she drank the creosote that sent her 
in a hurry to the City Hospital. She was 
also there Wednesday morning. So was a 
youth whom Mrs. Smith introduced as her 
cousin. Her little golden-haired son was 
playing on the floor, in blissful ignorance 
of his narrow escape from being an orphan. 

Mrs. Smith, Miss Null and the mascuiine 
cousin all smiled when Mrs. Smith was 
asked why she wished to quit the earth in 
such a hurry. She smiled, too—a very pieas- 
ant smile—and merrily replied: 

“Oh, no eae reason. I was just tired 
af living. ‘ll try it again some day.”’ 

She paused for a moment and then con- 
tinued just as smilingly: 

“Of course I'll try it again. I'm sorry I 
didn’t succeed yesterday: Why. I asked An- 
nie this morning if she wouldn’t kill herself 
with me, bupt Annie wasn’t game.” 

At this Miss Null smiled an assent and re- 
marked: 

se age Mamile’s right. 
to k‘'ll myself just yet.”’ 

“‘Was it because of a love affair?’ 
“Well, I guess not. I was never in love. 
I don’t know what love is. And, anyhow, 
I would never kill myself over any lover. 
If I belt bad enough over a love affair to 
commit suicide, I’d kill the man first. You 
don’t suppose I'd be foolish enough to kiil 
myself on account of a man and then let 
him live and have a good time, do you? 
Well, I guess not! 

‘If somebody told you I bought the creo- 
sote I took for a toothache they were tell- 
ing the truth,’’ she kept on, when the topic 
was changed again, ‘“‘but I’m not crazy 
enough to kill myself on account of a 
toothache. Netther am I foolish enough to 
want to kill myself because [I have a 
brother over in the Philipp.nes. The whole 
truth is that I took the poison because 
I am simply tired of living.’’

BIRDS IN THE HOUSE ANGERED 
ANDY ESTOK. 


HE WENT ON THE WAR PATH. 


Heavily Fined in Police Court for Dis- 
turbing the Peace and Resisting 
an Officer. 


Half a dozen pet pigeons precipitated a 
riot in the house at 1841 South Twelfth 
street Tuesday night, and as a result Andy 
Estok was taken before Judge Sidener 
Wednesday morning on charges of disturb- 
ing the peace and resisting arrest. He 
was fined $15 on one charge and $2 on the 
other. 

Estok is a tinner and lives on the second 
floor at 1841 South Twelfth street. Bernard 
Barta lives on the same floor.

Ikcstuk does not like pigeons, and every 
time he saw the pigeons they angered him. 
Monday he protested against them and 
asked Barta to kill them. Barta refused 
to do it, and said their landlord had given 
them permission to keep them on the prem- 
iseag, Estok decided Tuesday night that 
he would take the law into his own hands. 

Barta and his family were out, and Estok 
Sat up at home and nursed his anger. When 
Burta reached home Estok took a loaded 
revolver and a oclub and sought him. He 
battered down the dooor and started after 
Barta, who, with his wife and children, 
fled upstairs and sought refuge in a vacant 
attic room, where they barricaded the 
door. Barta raised a window and called 
to Kregeci to protect him. Kregeci tried to 
pacify Fstok, but the trate man refused to 
be pacified. He toid Kregec! that he would 
kl] him if he interfered, and seizing a big 
ehunk of coal he hurled it against the door. 
Kregeci went for a policeman. When po- 
liceman Fehling arrived at the scene of the 
trouble Estok was doing his best to batter 
down the dooor. When he saw, Fehling ap- 
proaching he turned on the officer and 
drawing some kind of a weapon assaulted 
the policeman. He stabbed Fehling in the 
hand. In the darkness Fehling could not 
see how Estok was armed, so drawing his 
club he beat Bstok into submission. 

Most of the parties concerned are Bo- 
hemians, and the evidence was given 
through an interpreter.

National Enameling and Stamping 
Company at Granite Had an Ex- 
citing Day Over It. 


The Amalgamated Association of Iron and 
Steel Workers, employed at the Steel 
Works. of the National Enameling anc 
Stamping Company, in Granite City, struck 


Tuesday afternoon on account of a dissatis- 


faction over wages of the shearmen, who 
caused the strike to be declared. 

The members of the association who 
work on the day shift worked until 
the whistle blew at quitting time.

W. Short and verbally stated the griev- 
ance. The scale of wages of the shearmen 
of the Amalgamated Association is 6% cents 
per ton.

Strenuous Oposition to the Administra- 
tion Move to Divert the City 
Hospital Fund. 


About 50 physicians, representative of 
their profession in St. Louis, answered the 
call to meet in the ante-room of the Mayor's 
‘office Tuesday afternoon, and proceeded to 
| the City Counctl chamber to present to the 
Council the resolutions passed at the doc- 


/ tor’s mass meeting Saturday night protest- 
, ing against the diversion of $200,000 from the 
, hospitai fund to the expenses of the in- 


creased police department. The doctors 
were admitted to the Council room during 
a recess taken especially for that purpose. 
Dr. F. J. Lutz, who had presided at the 
mass meeting, acted as spokesman, and 
presented to President Meier the protests 
which have signatures by the hundred. In 
addressing the Council Dr. Lutz declared 
the present City Hospital a disgrace to St. 
Louis. He told of the difficulties necessarily 
encountered in making an abandoned con- 
vent do service as a public hosp.tai. It 
would be an abiding shame upon the city 
to hold. a Worid’s Fair and let strangers 
note the make-shift institution. The build- 
ing at Seventeenth and: Pine streets was 4 
fire-trap, and in the event of a blaze ob;

WATER ON THE STREETS WILL 
COST $70,000 MORE. 


PREPARATIONS EXTENSIVE. 


Assurances That the Contractors Will 
Be Held Strictly to Their 
Specifications. 


The 1900 sprinkling season will. open 
Thursday. The people are going to pay 
$70,000 more for having the street sprinkied 
than they paid last season. Most of them 
are wondering if the service is going to 
be $70,000 better than it was last season. 

From the quarters of the Street Depart- 
ment in the City ‘Hall comes a chorus of 
assurances that the sprinkling this season 
is going to be “‘as right ag right can be.”’ 
According to these assurances the contrac- 
tors are to be held to the specifications 
with religious zeal, the slightest derelic- 
tion ts to be visited with punishments dire, 
all the streets are to be sprinkled four 
times a day, none of them are to be 
flooded, inspectors are to attend to their 


business and earn their salaries and there 
is to be no possiéle ground for: complaint. 
Since the begitviwing of last season things 
have happened in the Street Department. 
Milner has been gucceeded by Varrelmann, 
and George Reichmann, who was Superin- 
tendent of Street Sprinkling last year, hag 
gone to share oblivion with ‘FF. Mueller.’’ 
Assistant Commissioner Hemenway is in 
charge of the street sprinkling this year. 
If he does al] he says he is going to do, 
the sprinkling will no doubt be efficiently 
done, 

Mr. ogg age | becomes quite flerce 
when he tells at he is going to do to 
the contractors ‘if they don’t do right. 
In the first place he says he is going to 
make them comply with the specifications 
as to the kind of sprinklers which they 
may use. These specifications cal] for the 
old fashioned perforated gas pipe appara- 
tus. 
ing water have fallen under the disfavo 
of the ‘Board of Public Improvements be- 
cause it has been discovered that the con- 
tractors can manipulate the contrivances 
too readily to thelr advantage and the 
disadvantage of the city. The sprinklers 
which were in use last season admitted 
of much or little water being thrown. The 
contractors had them to throw much water 
and flood the streets, so that two sprink- 
lings would keep down the dust instead of 
four, as their contracts called for. With 
the old fashioned perforated gas pipe the 
streets cannot ‘be flooded unless the wagon 
is left standing

good deal about the specification requiring 
the old sprinkler. According to Mr. Hem- 
enway they have been told that they knew 
what they had to do when they bid on the 
contracts and presumably made allowance 
for the expense by making their bids higher 
than they were last season. 

Mr. Hemenway has a unique plan for get- 
ting faithful service from the inspectors. 
He will have the inspectors inspected. The 
superintendents of the four districts have 
been given orders to have their inspectore 
keep a watch on the sprinkling inspectors 
and report any dereliction on their part. 
Mr. Hemenway figures that this will work 
beautifully because the division superin- 
terdents complain loudest when the streets 
are flooded, as the flooding damages the 
surface. 

Mr. Hemenway says the inspectors must 
inspect “‘or get off the earth,’ or something 
to that effect. If he hods them to as str‘ct 
accountability as he says they are going 
to ‘be held, their lot will not be a happy one. 

The season ‘will last nine and a half 
months, closing on the first of December. 

It is sa.d that very few of the contractors 
have fitted their wagons with the gas-pipe 
sprinklers. Mr. Hemenway eays part of 
them have done so, and that the rest will 
have to do so. All who turn out Thursday 
w'th other than the regulation sprinklers 
will be given ten days, he says, in which 
to make the change and if at the end of 
that time they have not Poh so their con- 
tracts will be taken from them.
